County business is a problem 
which has long faced county of- 
ficials. Now something con- 
crete has been done about it by 
Redding architects Smart and 
Clabaugh under direction of the 
county board of supervisors. 


In a 227 report which cost the 


county $5,000, three separate 
building ''schemes" are put 
forth by the architects, com- 
plete with advantages and dis- 
advantages of each, suggested 
means of financing, and probable 
date of implementation of each 
phase in the separate schemes. 


Scheme I is to abandon the 
present courthouse site and re- 
build on the West Walnut county 
hospital site. Scheme n is to 
remodel on the present site. 


Scheme III is to remodel the 
present building and build ad- 
ditional facilities on the West 
Walnut site. 
Of the three suggested sche- 
mes, the third was recently ad. 
opted by the supervisors. The 
third scheme, deemed the most 
economical and 
efficient in 


the long run, will group as to 
related function all county de- 
partments, and situate most of 
them on the present hospital 
grounds. Excepted from place- 


ment on that site will be the 
county court facilities, and pro- 
bably the library will be moved 
to the present courthouse. 


Clabaugh's firm has been di- 
rected by the supervisors to 
proceed with plans for locating 
the first phase of Scheme m, 
the new welfare and county 
schools office buildings at the 
40-acre hospital site.

A U.S. spokesman said the en- 
emy band was evidently a mam 
force Viet Cong company, which 
normally numbers about 110 to 
130 men. Most of the enemy 
forces in the area have recently 
been operating in squads or pla- 
toons.

tions, and it was speculated that 
this force may have been as- 
sembled to break the lull in the 
delta or was on the march to 
reinforce enemy units closer to 
Saigon.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—Stri- 
king union teachers and minor- 
ity students threw an aggres- 
sive picket line across the San 
Francisco State College en- 
trance today, noisily challeng- 
ing class-bound 
students and 


faculty. 


One Chinese student scuffled 
with a Chinese picket and a 
Negro picket as police arrived, 
but 
classes 
appeared to be 


starting normally on a cold, fog- 
gy morning. 


The 
teachers, who claim to 


represent about one-quarter of 
the faculty of 1,100, got formal 
strike sanction from the San 
Francisco Labor Council Mon- 
day. 
San Jose State College, 50 
miles to the south, faces a sim- 
ilar teacher strike Wednesday. 
Acting President S. I. Haya- 
kawa, who reopened San Fran- 
cisco State Dec. 2 after a stu- 
dent violence had closed it, in- 
dicated doubts he could keep it 
open in face of the union action. 


The cafeteria and bookstore 
were closed as union workers 
honored the picket line. 


"I don't know how I am going 
to stop them from closing the 
school," hayakawa said of the 
striking American Federation 
of Teachers (AFT). "But I am 
going to try. I am not going to 
accept it clos>ed by anyone."

privilege." 


Reagan also said he will re- 


new his fight for "some form of 
tuition or increased fees at our 
state colleges and univer sit. 
ies." Such proposals have been 
defeated in the past. 


Reagan ranged over the prob- 


lems of state government — 
welfare, crime, conservation, 
transportation, agriculture, sa. 
fety and finances. As he has 
since his inauguration, the gov. 
ernor pledged an economy bud. 
get. 


The budget he will submit, 


he said, will be balanced, permit 
continuation of property tax re- 
lief funds to local government 
and allow the income tax cut. 


Reagan did not spell out his

In the first arrangement, which 
avoids condemnation proceed- 
ings called for in any action 
after Byrne is in office, por- 
tions of the old road will also 
be rebuilt near the two surveyed 
lots, and Byrne's fences will 
be relocated. 


Cost of that action would be 
approximately $1,000 for the 


road work and $530 for the fenc- 
ing.

the Americans reported 
killing 48 of them. But the rest 
slipped away sometime before 
dawn today.

Viet Cong troops been brought 
to battle in such force in the 
delta. Helicopter-borne infan­ 
trymen of the U.S. 9th Division 
fanned out in the area today, 
trying to track do ^ tv» svr- 
vlvors. 
A U.S. spokesman said the en­ 
emy band was evidently a main 
force Viet Cong company, which 
normally numbers about 110 to 
130 men. Most of the enemy 
forces in the area have recently 
been operating in squads or pla­ 
toons. These 
groups 
usually 
gather only for planned opera­ 
tions, and it was speculated that 
this force may have been as­ 
sembled to break the lull in the 
delta or was on the march to 
reinforce enemy units closer to 
Saigon.

SAN FRANCISCO ( ^ - S t r i ­ 
king union teachers and minor­ 
ity students threw an aggres­ 
sive picket line across the San 
Francisco 
State College en­ 
trance today, noisily challeng­ 
ing class-bound 
students and 
faculty. 


One Chinese student scuffled 
with a Chinese picket and a 
Negro picket as police arrived, 
but 
classes 
appeared to be 
starting normally on a cold, fog­ 
gy morning. 


The 
teachers, who claim to 
represent about one-quarter of 
the faculty of 1,100, got formal 
strike sanction from the San 
Francisco Labor Council Mon­ 
day. 


San Jose 
State 
College, 50 
miles to the south, faces a sim­ 
ilar teacher strike Wednesday. 
Acting President S. I. Haya- 
kawa, who reopened San Fran­ 
cisco State Dec. 2 after a stu­ 
dent violence had closed it, in­ 
dicated doubts he could keep it 
open In face of the union action. 
The 
cafeteria and bookstore 
were closed as union workers 
honored the picket line. 
"I don’t know how I am going 
to stop them from closing the 
school,*’ Hayakawa said of the 


striking American Federation 
of Teachers (AFT). "But I am 
going to try. I am not going to 
accept it closed by anyone.** 
He made the statement after 
San Francisco State reopened 
Monday at the end of the Christ­ 
mas holidays.Classrooms were 
generally filled despite picket­ 
ing, demonstrations and jeers.

Road Problem Settled 


What to do about a right-of- 
way problem involving one of 
Tehama County’s new super­ 
visors, James E. Byrne, was 
solved yeste- 'a" morning just 
before he took office. 
In an agreement with an alter­ 
native 
arrangement, 
the old 
board of supervisors approved 
action by the county engineer, 
Larry Coleman, whereby toe 
county 
will either acquire a 
strip of land fronting Byrne*s 
property and turn it over to 
Byrne, or will build a conc- 
necting road between newly re­ 
aligned Red Bank Road and toe 
old alignment which fronts lots 
on toe Byrne ranch. 
In the first arrangement, which 
avoids condemnation proceed­ 
ings called for in any action 
after Byrne is in office, por­ 
tions of toe old road will also 
be rebuilt near the two surveyed 
lots, and Byrne's fences will 
be relocated. 
Cost of that action would be 
approximately $1,000 for toe 


road work and $530 for toe fenc­ 
ing. 
In the alternative agreement, 
approved as "a fair deal" by 
the board r »mt* s. 9. n.e and 
Coleman 
will negotiate 
with 
Byrne's neighbor for purchase 
by toe county of a 1.6 acre 
strip which would then be deed­

road frontage to his 
property. 
It was toe opinion of Coleman 
and of district attorney Robert 
Trimble that toe county would 
have to continue to provide 
frontage to the new supervisor’s 
property where he had frontage 
before the road was realigned.

The new salary would be sup­ 
plemented by a $50,000 annual 
expense allowance, 
which 
is 
taxable, and a $40,000 yearly 
travel allowance, which is not.

To be effective it must become 
law before Nixon is sworn in at 
noon Jan. 20, since the Constitu* 
tion forbids changing a presi» 
dent's salary during his term.

swimming and boating, fish andwildlife, and agriculture, domes, 
tic and industrial use. Clearness of the water, odors, color and 
matter floating in the water are all within the board's scope of 
interest. 


It's Only A Breather 


The Census Bureau report that the United States population 


made a net gain of only a bit over two million during 1968 may 
prompt some to figure there's been undue excitement about popu- 
lation growth. That is at best a chancy conclusion. 


The fact that last year's increment was the smallest since 


1945 is somewhat heartening. The slowdown does tend to give us 
a breather, as it were. But that does not make the problems we 
face any different in kind; they will only become urgent less 
clamorously than if the rate of growth were speeding up. 


Should our population increase by only two million a year, 


that would still boost us to more than 222 million a decade hence 
— around 263 million by the end of the century. Actually, as the 
population base broadens the real increase is likely to be con. 
siderably greater. Even with an annual increase on the order 
of two million there will be swiftly rising demand for goods, ser- 
vices and facilities—not to mention plain old living room. 
Meeting the demand is going to take some doing.

An attitude of 
"this too shall pass" towards 
an early speech defect tends 
to dismiss it and entail more 
difficulty in treatment 


There are a number ->f phy- 


sical reasons for impediments 
in speech. Cleft palate, mal- 
formations 
of the jaw. and 


some 
neurological 
disorders 


may be responsible for speech 
defects. A small band of tissue 
that ties down the tongue may 
impede the normal progress of 
speech. In addition to the phy-

disorders, 
there 
are 


many 
psychological 
factors 


that reflect the tensions with- 
in the home, rival ry between 
children and other emotional 
pressures that can cause poor 
speech. 


The science of speech ther- 


apy is & highly developed one.

sis and treatment of speech 
defects ire handled by ex- 
perts. 


When a speech defect is 


suspected, even at the very 
earliest age. it 
should be 


remedied by these experts in 
order to avoid any lasting al- 


teration in the physical or 
emotional growth of the child.

WASHINGTON—Thanks to the 
changing of horses in Washing, 
ton's midstream, another full, 
scale war could well break in 
The Near East. If sc, the proxi- 
mity of the American and Rus- 
sian fleet makes the area as 
dangerous as a pack mule strap* 
ped with dynamite wandering 
loose in a mine field. 


However, the Johnson admini- 


stration has only two weeks in 
which to carry out any policy it 
starts, while the Nixon admini- 
stration sits on the sidelines 
waiting to take over. 


Earlier, attempts at cooper, 


ation between the two men were 
polite but not too satisfactory. 
When the President discussed 
with Nixon a summit meeting 
with Premier Kosygin of Rus- 
sia, the Presidentelect threw 
cold water on the idea. Later, 
to make sure that Johnson did 
not go ahead with the summit 
meeting anyway s Nixon sent se- 
cret word to the Russians that 
he was against the meeting. So 
rather than get off on the wrong 
foot with the new adminisfra- 
tion, the Russians politely side- 
tracked Johnson's feelers. 


More recently, the President, 


elect yielded to the pressure of 
Max Fisher of Detroit, one of 
his biggest campaign contribu- 
tors, and made an exception to 
his no-foreign-talks rule by see. 
ing Gen. Moshe Dayan, the one. 
eyed Israeli Minister of De- 
fense. This put Amir Abbass 
Hoveyda, Prime Minister of 
Iran, a much bigger country and 
one extremely friendly to the 
United States, in an embar- 
rassing position in the Moslem 
world. He had asked for an in- 
terview with Nixon and been 
turned down. 


All this came at a time when 


the rapidly eroding situation in 
the Near East is likley to ex- 
plode into war. 


AN "IMPOSED" PEACE 


Most Near East experts, in» 


eluding America, Soviet and 
A rab, believe that war can only 
be averted by an "imposed" 
peace. In other words, the two 


big powers must force Israel 
and the Arab belligerents to 
the conference table. 


Significantly, Arab leaders 


have conveyed private word to 
the United States and Russia 
that they would welcome an im- 
posed peace. Their own popula- 
tions have become too volatile 
and too bitter, especially after 
the Israeli raid on the Beirut 
airport, to enter a peace dis. 
cussion without being forced in- 
to it by the two major powers 
— Russia which supplies arms 
to the UAR, and the United States 
which has just agreed to sell 
50 phantom jets to Israel. 
However, 
the Israelis re- 


member the UN peace terms 
imposed upon them at Eisen- 
hower's initiative after the 1956 
war, and are suspicious of a 
repeat performance. Eisenhow. 
er picked up the trans-Atlantic 
telephone and in barrack-room 
language told Prime Minister 
Anthony Eden that he had to get 
British troops out of Suez. He 
was so tough that Eden became 
ill, and resigned shortly there- 
after. Ike was almost as tough 
with the French. 


Compared 
to 
Eisenhower, 


President Johnson has been like 
an indulgent father slapping a 
wayward child on the wrist. He 
has used no tough tactics on 
either the Israelis or the Arabs. 


Meanwhile, the situation daily 


drifts closer to war. 


NEW ARAB BITTERNESS 


Following the raid ontheBei. 


rut airpot, the Israelis are 
forced to reinforce their Leba- 
non border. Previously this was 
not a military worry. Lebanon 
had used its ownArmytoarrest 
terrorists trying to disrupt Le - 
banese -Israeli relations. The 
border between Lebanon and 
Syria is wild and mountainous, 
somewhat like the border be- 
tween South Vietnam and its 
neighbors. Syrain terrorists 
constantly sneak across. Pre- 
viously, however, the Lebanese 
Army did its best to prevent 
infiltration. 


Last week, on the other hand, 


Soviet-built rocket launchers 
were being fired by terrorists 
from Lebanese soil, into near, 
by Israeli towns. They had ne- 
ver before been permitted to 
use Lebanese bases. 


Things are sure to getworse. 


The Arab Popular Front whose 


terrorists attacked the El Al 
airplane in Athens, is holding 
a strategy meeting in Cairo Jan. 
17, three days before Nixon 
takes office, to decide on fur- 
ther retaliation for Israel's raid 
on Beirut. 


ISOLATING THE USA 


What the United States faces 


in the Near East is a very 
significant two-way move by Is- 
rael 
and 
Soviet diplomats 


toward 
isolating the United 


States from the Arabs. It is: 


1. A push by the Russians 


to keep the United States from 
resuming diplomatic relations 
with Egypt and other Arab na- 
tions. 


2. A move by Israeli diplo- 


mats to push the Arab nations 
further 
toward 
Russia, ap- 


parently with the idea that this 
tightens the bond between Wash- 
ington and Jerusalem. 


Push No. 1 is reported to be 


why Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko was in Cairo last 
month. He took with him Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister 
Vladimir 


Semyonov, an expert on Ameri- 
can affairs, to help persuade 
President Nasser he should be 
in no hurry to resume diplo- 
matic relations with President 
elect- Nixon. Nixon had visited 
Cairo in 1963, had a friendly 
talk with Nasser; and it's re- 
ported 
Nasser leans toward 


patching up relations with the 
Nixon administration. 


The Russians, however, don't 


want the United States to win 
back any influence in the Arab 
world. At present, and since the 
June 1967 war, we are without 
ambassadors in six Arab na- 
tions. 


Meanwhile, in push No. 2, 


Israel has ordered its ambas- 
sador in Washington, the able 
Yitzhak Rabin, to try to side- 
track any resumption of Ameri- 
can-Egyptian relations. 


This is not a unanimous Is- 


raeli viewpoint, however. It is 
not shared by Gen. Moshe 
Dayan, who feels that Nixon 
might have a moderating influ- 
ence on Nasser. Nevertheless, 
the general Israeli push to hard- 
en relations between the United 
States and Russia continues. 


These are some of the com- 


plexities of the Near East im- 
broglio. It's extremely compli- 
cated and much too dangerous to 
allow to drift.

SPIRIT OF THE NEW YEAR 


ON THE RIGHT 


by William F. Buckley, Jr. 


ISRAELI TALK 


Concerning the deteriorating 


situation in the Middle East, a 
few observations: 


1) What IS "over-reaction" 


in the Israeli context? The gov- 
ernments of France and of Eng- 
land, which the other day join- 
ed in the resolution of censure 
against Israel, were on Israel's 
side 12 years ago in the attempt. 
ed invasion of Egypt, the pur. 
pose of which was to overthrow 
the government of Nasser. I for 
one wish now, as I wished then, 
that the three powers had suc- 
ceeded in their enterprise. But 
surely the provocations against 
France and England in 1956 can- 
not be compared with the provo- 
cations against Israel in 1968; 
and yet here we all are criti. 
zing Israel's "over-reaction." 


What about the problems of 


under-reaction? 
The 
United 


States, contrary to the prevail- 
ing myth, has so studiously 
under-reacted in Vietnam that 
we have ended in stalemate, 
jeopardizing our Far Eastern 
policy, bringing us at home to 
the nearest thing to chaos we 
have had since the Civil War. 
Would that we had over-reacted 
about eight years ago, when the 
Natioual Liberation Front first 
went into action. The situation 
over there would long since have 
stablized, and a lot of people 
now dead would be alive. 


2) The Israelis are apparent- 


ly aware of one development but 
do not appear to be aware of 
another. They are aware tliat the 
Arabs have resolved on a differ- 
ent 
approach against Israel. 


The direct massive military 
stand-up engagement is out, as 
much so in the Mideast as in 
South Vietnam and for much the 
same reason: the Arabs cannot 
lick the Israelis in direct war- 
fare even as the VC cannot lick 
the South Vietnamese in direct 
warfare. Enter terrorism. 


The Israelis apparently fear 


terrorism, 
as who does not. 


The Israelis know how effica- 
cious terrorism is, indeed they 
themselves engaged in it against 
the English before 1948. The 
argument by the Lebanese Gov- 
ernment that it had not con- 
doned the terrorism against El 
Al airline in Athens is by no 
means governing. In the first 
place, one simply does not know 
whether it is true. In the sec. 
ond place, the Arab 
terrorist 


in Athens instantly 
became 


a public hero throughout the 
Arab world, where an anti. 
Israel kamikaze fraternity has 
sprung out of the loins of anti- 
Israeli fanaticism nurtured by 
the Arabs over a period fo 20 
years. Another way to put it is: 


what could the Israeli govern- 
ment have done to protest the 
terrorism? Bear ing in mind that 
Israel has got to do something, 
because a spread of uncontroll- 
able terrorism would mean the 
end of Israel, even as it al- 
most meant the end of South 
Vietnam. 


3) Israel, in the context of 


her concern to survive, can 
make a case for doing what she 
did. What she apparently does 
not realize is that her survival 
requires a tandem operation, 
of robust self-defense at home 
and, abroad, the maintenance of 
friendly relations with the Uni- 
ted States Government. 


During the campaign, Rich- 


ard Nixon went as far as any 
reasonable Israeli could wish 
in guaranteeing Israel's sur. 
Tival. But Mr. Nixon's posi- 
tion, like that of his predeces- 
sors, is based not merely on 
sumpathy for a brave and reso- 
lute people. It is based on the 
stark 
knowledge that these 


people have powerful friends in 
American whose sympathy is a 
prime 
political asset. The 


American people have been pro- 
Israel over the years for the 
best of reasons, admiring as 
we have those qualitites in the 
Israeli enterprise which so 
closely correspond with those 
of the early Americans who dog- 
gedly established themselves 
on this continent. 


But Israel has lost her stra- 


tegic cunning if she is unaware 
that 
unnecessary 
obduracy 


could hurt her in the United 
States. Now, then, is the time 
to proffer significant conces- 
sions in return for offical non- 
belligerency 
by 
the 
Arab 


powers. Not that theArabs would 
accept this—for awhile.

The Census B ureau rep o rt that the United States population 
made a net gain of only a bit over two million during 1968 may 
prom pt some to figure th e re 's been undue excitement about popu­ 
lation growth. That is at b e st a chancy conclusion. 


The fact that la st y e a r's Increm ent was the sm allest since 
1945 is somewhat heartening. The slowdown does tend to give us 
a breather, as it w ere. But that does not make the problem s we 
face any different in kind; they will only become urgent less 
clam orously than if the rate of growth w ere speeding up.

W ASHINGTON-Thanks to the 
changing of horses in W ashing 
ton's m idstream , another full# 
scale w ar could well break in 
The Near E ast. If ao, the proxi­ 
mity of the A m erican and R us­ 
sian fleet makes the area as 
dangerous as a pack mule strap­ 
ped with dynamite wandering 
loose in a mine field. 
However, tlie JohnsonadminU 
st rat ion has only two weeks In 
which to carry out any policy it 
sta rts, while the Nixon adm ini­ 
stration sits on the sidelines 
waiting to take over. 
E arlie r, attem pts at cooper­ 
ation between the two m enw ere 
polite but not too satisfactory. 
When the P resident discussed 
with Nixon a sum m it meeting 
with P rem ier Kosygin of Rus­ 
sia, the President-elect threw 
cold w ater on the idea. L ater, 
to make sure that Johnson did 
not go ahead with the sum m it 
meeting anyway, Nixon sent se­ 
cre t word to the R ussians that 
he was against the meeting. So 
rather than get off on the wrong 
foot with the new adm inistra­ 
tion, the R ussians politely sid e­ 
tracked Johnson's fee lers. 
More recently, the P resident, 
elect yielded to the p ressu re of 
Max F ish er of D etroit, one of 
his biggest campaign contribu­ 
to rs, and made an exception to 
his no-foreign-talks rule by see­ 
ing Gen. Moshe Dayan, the one- 
eyed Israeli M inister of De­ 
fense. This put A m ir Abbass 
Hoveyda, 
P rim e M inister of 
Iran, a much bigger country and 
one extrem ely friendly to the 
United States, in an em bar­ 
rassing position in the Moslem 
world. He had asked for an in­ 
terview with Nixon and been 
turned down. 
All this came at a tim e when 
the rapidly eroding situation in 
the Near E ast is likley to ex. 
plode into w ar. 


AN “ IMPOSED" PEACE 
Most Near E ast experts, in. 
eluding A m erica, Soviet and 
A rab, believe that war can only 
be averted by an “ im posed" 
peace. In other words, the two 


big powers must force Israel 
and the Arab belligerents to 
tlie conference table. 
Significantly, Arab leaders 
have conveyed private word to 
tlie United States and Russia 
tliat they would welcome an im­ 
posed peace. Their own popula, 
tions have become too volatile 
and too bitter, especially after 
the Israeli raid on the B eirut 
airp o rt, to enter a peace dis­ 
cussion without being forced in. 
to it by tlie two m ajor powers 
— R ussia which supplies arm s 
to the UAR, and tlie United States 
which has just agreed to sell 
50 phantom jets to Israel. 
However, 
tlie Israelis r e ­ 
m em ber the UN peace term s 
Imposed upon them at E isen. 
hower’s initiative after tlie 1956 
w ar, and are suspicious of a 
repeat perform ance. Eisenhow­ 
er picked up the trans-A tlantic 
telephone and in barrack-room 
language told Prim e M inister 
Anthony Eden that he had to get 
B ritish troops out of Suez. He 
was so tough that Eden becam e 
ill, and resigned shortly th ere, 
after. Ike was alm ost as tough 
with tlie French. 
Compared 
to 
Eisenhower, 
President Johnson has been like 
an indulgent father slapping a 
wayward child on tlie w rist. He 
has used no tough tactics on 
either the Israelis or the A rabs. 
Meanwhile, the situation daily 
d rifts closer to war. 


NEW ARAB BITTERNESS 
Following the raid on the Bei. 
rut airpot, the Israelis are 
forced to reinforce their Leba, 
non border. Previously this was 
not a m ilitary w orry. Lebanon 
had used its own Army to a rre s t 
te rro ris ts trying to disrupt L e­ 
banese-Israeli 
relations. The 
border between Lebanon and 
Syria is wild and mountainous, 
somewhat like the border be­ 
tween South Vietnam and its 
neighbors. 
Syrain 
te rro ris ts 
constantly sneak across. P re ­ 
viously, however, the Lebanese 
Army did its best to prevent 
infiltration. 
Last week, on the other hand, 
Soviet-built 
rocket launchers 
w ere being fired by te rro rists 
from Lebanese soil, into n ear, 
by Israeli towns. They had ne­ 
ver before been perm itted to 
use Lebanese bases. 
Things are sure tog etw o rse. 
The Arab Popular F ront whose 


te rro ris ts attacked the El A1 
airplane in Athens, is holding 
a strategy meeting in C airo Jan. 
17, three days before Nixon 
takes office, to decide on fur. 
th er retaliation for Isra e l's raid 
on B eirut. 


ISOLATING THE USA 
What the United States faces 
in tlie Near E ast is a very 
significant twoway move by Is. 
rael 
and 
Soviet 
diplom ats 
tow ard 
isolating 
tlie 
United 
States from tlie A rabs. It Is: 
1. A push by the Russians 
to keep the United States from 
resum ing diplomatic relations 
w ith Egypt and other Arab na. 
tions. 
2. A move by Israeli diplo­ 
m ats to push the Arab nations 
fu rth er 
toward 
R ussia, ap­ 
parently with the idea that this 
tightens the bond between Waslw 
ington and Jerusalem . 
Push No. I is reported to be 
why Foreign M inister Andrei 
Gromyko was in C airo last 
month. He took with him Deputy 
F oreign 
M inister 
Vladim ir 
Semyonov, an expert on Am eri­ 
can affairs, to help persuade 
P resid en t N asser he should be 
in no hurry to resum e diplo­ 
m atic relations with P resident 
e le c t- Nixon. Nixon had visited 
C airo In 1963, had a friendly 
talk with N asser; and It's r e ­ 
ported 
N asser leans toward 
patching up relations with tlie 
Nixon adm inistration. 
The Russians, however, don't 
want the United States to win 
back any influence in the Arab 
w orld. At present, and since the 
June 1967 w ar, we are without 
am bassadors in six Arab na. 
tions. 
Meanwhile, in push No. 2, 
Isra e l has ordered its am bas­ 
sador in Washington, the able 
Yitzhak Rabin, to try to side­ 
trac k any resumption of A m eri. 
can-Egyptian relations. 
This is not a unanimous Is. 
ra e ll viewpoint, however. It is 
not 
shared 
by 
Gen. Moshe 
Dayan, who feels that Nixon 
might have a moderating infix* 
ence on N asser. N evertheless, 
the general Israeli push to hard, 
en relations between the United 
States and Russia continues. 
These are some of the com­ 
plexities of the Near E ast im­ 
broglio. It's extrem ely compli­ 
cated and much too dangerous to 
allow to drift.

the conflict at San F rancisco

College 
that 
perked 
many an ear. He 
said 
that 
since the blacks seem to want 
a separate school, “ W hat's the 
hangup? 
Give them 
every­ 
thing they want—black 
side­ 
walk too, if that’s what they 
want. 
Go all the way. 
Let 
them see then the absurdity of 
it a ll." 
Alinsky added th a t1 ‘Black 
separatism , 
brown — o r any 
other kind — is absurd. 
We 
can't exist 
as 
separate so­ 
cieties—no nation can today. 
We must deal rationally with 
irrationality, and the way to 
do that is to carry absurdity 
to the extrem e." He then pro­ 
posed a far-out program of 
separatism . 
The Alinsky plan is to pass 
federal legislation forcing “ all 
white owners of business 
in 
black ghettoes to sell out with­ 
in a year to blacks on govern­ 
ment loans at low in te re st.'' E n­ 
forcem ent would be by confis­ 
cation, 
with 
reim bursem ent, 
and would apply to slum hous­ 
ing owned by whites, too. 
It's a little difficult som e­ 
tim es to know just which is 
the real Saul Alinsky. 


IRMA B FRAZIER. S an ta 
Ana, on criticism of N ixon for 
not having Negro in C abinet 
— “To pick m en for high gov­ 
ernm ent office sim ply because 
they are from the m inority 
groups is as flagrantly d is­ 
crim inatory as to refuse them 
on the grounds that they are 
from those sam e m inorities.”

ISRAELI TALK 
Concerning the deteriorating 
situation in the Middle E ast, a 
few observations; 
1) What IS “ over-reaction" 
in the Israeli context? The gov­ 
ernm ents of France and of E n ^ 
land, which the other day joir* 
ed in the resolution of censure 
against Israel, w ere on Isra e l's 
side 12 years ago in the attem pt­ 
ed invasion of Egypt, the pur­ 
pose of which was to overthrow 
the government of N asser. I for 
one wish now, as I wished then, 
that the three powers had suc­ 
ceeded in their enterprise. But 
surely the provocations against 
France and England in 1956 car* 
not be compared with the provo­ 
cations against Israel In 1968; 
and yet here we all are criti- 
zing Israel's “ over-reaction." 
What about the problem s of 
under-reaction? 
The 
United 
States, contrary to the prevail­ 
ing myth, has so studiously 
under-reacted in Vietnam tliat 
we have ended in stalem ate, 
jeopardizing our F ar E astern 
policy, bringing us at home to 
the nearest thing to chaos we 
have had since the Civil W ar. 
Would that we had over-reacted 
about eight years ago, when the 
National Liberation Front firs t 
w ent into action. The situation 
over there would long since have 
stablized, and a lot of people 
now dead would be alive. 
2) The Israelis are apparent­ 
ly aware of one development but 
do not appear to be aware of 
another. They are aware tliat the 
A rabs have resolved on a differ­ 
ent 
approach against Israel. 
The direct m assive m ilitary 
stand-up engagement is out, as 
much so in the M ideast as in 
South Vietnam and for much the 
sam e reason; the Arabs cannot 
lick the IsraeU s in direct w ar­ 
fa re even as the VC cannot lick 
the South Vietnamese in d irect 
w arfare.

FISH 
TALES 


Last Thursday night we attended the hearing conducted by the 


Department of Fish and Game. A most interesting and well attend- 
ed meeting it was. Many of the local anglers and property owners 
stood up and voiced their opinions and observations about the 
present conditions in the Sacramento River. 


The main topics for discussion were: Was the river being 


polluted by upper stream sources?; Why the decline In trout, sal- 
mon, and steelhead, and what studies could be performed that would 
produce some satisfactory answers. 


It seems that the general opinions of most of the persons at- 


tending was that there is definite declines In trout bag in this 
area, possibly due to a number of reasons of which water alter- 
ation seemingly heading the list. It was also brought out that the 
salmon and steelhead are not attracted to the waters and riffles 
of this area as they used to. The line seemed to be drawn at 1964. 
This is when some said the real decline started to take place. 


The problems were well presented to the Department of Fish 


and Game officials at the meeting, even though no direct answers 
were given but assurances made that they would be considered 
for study. 


It appears through this type of meeting that something can be 


done to save the Sacramento River from serious fish problems 
due to water quality. We all know what the problem really is and 
it's simple. Fisher men are not dummies, tt they were they wouldn't 
be fishermen now would they. The problem has been presented in 
big red letters. So let's do something about it. What? 


It might be suggested that local Industry, Fish and Game, and 


local fishermen join hands and attack the problem straight on 
. . . together. The end result could be beautiful.A great service 
by DFG, a greater public image on the part of Industry, and . . . 
fishing and fish for the fishermen. Or we can continue to separate 
ourselves from the problem placing the blame in a very awkward 
position resulting in nothing being accomplished and gradual 
destruction to a great fishery. 


I forgot to mention in my last article that Battle Creek closed

Findings of the academy com-
